The officers of the 
cuftems would neither fuffer them fo be vi- 
fited, nor receive the duties impofed upon’ 
fuch kind of goods ; but the king being in- 
formed'of their behaviour, in order to fet. 
an example to thofe grandees who would 
chufe-to evade the payment of thefe duties, 
directed that the officers thould fearch the 
waggons, receive the duties, and behave up. 
on this occafion in every refpect’as they 
would to any private merchant. , 
Dentzick, Feb. 22. Our regency has re- 
ceived the agreeable news from Warfaw, 
that the king has been pleafed to confirm all 
the rights and privileges of this city excep- 
ting that of being exempted from the gene- 
ral tax ; which we have fome hopes of con- 
tinuing to enjoy, though his majefty has 
not yet exprefsly promifed ic. 
Pete tgh, January 20. About. ten 
months ago the deputies of the two Ruf- 
fian trading companies, ené eltablithed at. 
Kamfchatka, and the other at the mouth of - 
the river Koowina, gave an account of theis 
difcoveries to the court. Thofeof Kowina, 
fetting out from that river, doubléd Cape 
Iichuktfchi in 74 deg. lat. and falling down” 
to the fouth, through the Strait which fe- 
parates Europe fiom America, they difce- 
vered fome inhabited iflands in the 64th de-- 
gree of latitude. They went afhore and fers 
tled a trade for the fineft furs with the ifland- 
ers, and have brodght to the emprefs from 
thence fome of the fineft black foxes thins 
that ever were feen. They named them the 
iflands of Aleyut, and imagine that fome of 
them are very near Amerce. Thofe of 
Kamfchatka went.to the northward and meg 
their companions at the above illinds, fo 
that, for the convenience of trade, they nate 
xed 
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fixed a factory at the ifle of Beering. When 
this report was made, the couit came to a 
refolution of ing thefe difcoveries, and 
lieut. Col, Blenmer is fent, ‘with feveral 
able geographers, to fail from the river Ana- 
dit, and go to the fame coafts and beyond 
them *, 

Stockholm, Feb. 1. The general diet con- 
tinves its deliberations with great fecrecy. 
There are, at prefent, three different parties 
here, the French, the Englifh, and the na- 
tional party. The reigning principle of the 
laft party is, that this nation fhould not enter 
ipto any engagement with other powers, nor 
@ndeavour to extricate itfelf by means of 
foreign fubfidiés: byt that it fhould make 
ufe of application and economy to recover 
ite former ftate and independence. ‘This is 
a noble principle, and fyited to a free and 
generous people, but fomething more is waat- 
ing than mere good-will. 

Pari‘, Feb. 15. The parliament hath if- 
fued two arrets, by which the pope's late 
bull in favour of the jefuits, and his three 
briefs, addrefled to the bifhops of Grenoble, 
Alais, and Angers, are fupprefied; and no 
bulls or briefs, are, for the future, to be ac- 
cepted, unlefs they are accompanied -by the 
king's letters patent +. 

The inhabitants of St. Domingo, amongft 
their other complaints exhibited againft the 
Count d’Eftaing, charge him with having 
extorted from them five millions, to excule 
them from the national militia, and to 
which, neverthelefs, he afterwards wanted 
to fubje&& them, But we are fince told, that 
the count’s friends at court have had fo 
much influence ae not only to prevent 
his being recalled, but to obtain for him 
frefth powers and an order to continue in his 
government of thatifland; which probably 
is a proof that the complaints of the people 
are well founded, 

The duke d'Aiguillon is fill embarraffed 
in Brittany. In the aflembly of the 2.4, 
the noblefie who oppofed the free gift found 
themfelves ftrengthened, there being on the 
negative fide 150, and 111 on the affirma- 
tive ; and we hear by letters juft arrived from 
Nants, that 78 of tne latter had quitted the 
affembly, deeclaring, ‘* They would no lon- 
gér affift at deliberatrons, whofe fole drift was 
to difobey the king.” However, the court 
have fince found means to prevail with the 
three orders of the ftates of that province to 
grant the free gift demanded, which wag 
700,000 livres.
